HE Right Hononrable THOMAS NUGENT, Earl 

of WEST-MEATH, and Baron Delvin, ſucceeded 
his father, John, the late Earl, July 3, 1754; and mar- 
Tied Mary Durand, daughter and heireſs of John Durand, 
of the iſland of Hiſpaniola, Eſq ; which Lady died in the 
Weſt-Indies, in the year 1750, leaving iſſue, Richard 
Nugent, Lord Delvio, who died alſo in 1761; be mar- 
ried ſecondly, in Auguſt, 1756, Catherine, daughter of 
Henry Whyte, of Pitchfordftown, in the County of Kil- 
dare, Eſq; and by her, who died Auguſt 6, 1772, had 
three ſons and one daughter.

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who left Richard, his heir, by the ſiſter of Rory O Donnell 
Earl of Tyrconnell. 4. Thomas, died the 17th of Auguſt 
1602; and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon 

(12th Baron) Ricuar, as twelfth Baron of Delvin, who 
was knighted in 1603, and had a ſpecial livery of his 
eſtate in 1606; but the year following he was arreſted, 
and committed to. the Caftle of Dublin for high treaſon, 
being ſuſpected of a confpiracy in concert with the Earls of 
Tyrone, Tyrconnell, Mac Guire, &c. to ſurprize the Caftle 
of Dublin, cut off the Lord Deputy and Council, diffolve 
the State, and ſet up a Government of their own. Havin 
eſcaped out of the Caſtle, a Proclamation was poblitbed 
for apprehending him; but the next year his Lordſhip ſur- 
rendered himſelf, and made his ſubmiſſion to his Majeſty, 
who thereupon took him into favour, and directed a 
pardon non paſſed for his life, lands and goods, and 
ordered that he ſhould enjoy the full benefit of all his 
former warrants for granting lands to him by patent; and 
he fo effectually regained the King's favour, that, Sept. 


4, 1621, he advanced him to the dignity of Earl of Weſt. 


Meath by patent, with the annual creation fee of 201. from 
the Crown revenues ariſing out of the County of Weſt- 
Meath. In 1634, he fat in the Parliament, and was a 
leading man in the Houſe of Peers; but refuſing to join 
with the Lords and Gentry of the Pale, in the rebellion of 
1641, a ſevere courſe was threatened to be taken with him 
for his denial ; whereupon quitting his houſe, he was 
eſcorted to Dublin by a party of horſe, bat being attacked 
near Athboy by a thouſand rebels, he was obliged to yield ; 
they ſeized his plate and money to the value of 1000 l. 
ſtripped his Counteſs and her gentlewoman in a ſhameful 
manner, maſſacred his ſervants, and damaged his houſes 
and lands to the amount of 200001. and he died of the 
wounds he received on that occaſion, He married Jane, 
daughter to Chriſtopher the ninth Lord Killeen, and fiſter 
to Lucas, creared Earl of Fingall, by whom he had two 
daughters, Bridget and Mary, who both died unmarried ; 
and five ſons, viz. Chriſtopher Lord Delvin, his heir ap- 
parent; Francis, who died without iſſue; John, who mar- 
ried Catherine, daughter to James Dillon, Eſq; Laurence, 
died unmarried ; Colonel Ignatius Nugent, who commanded 
a regiment in the French ſervice, and married Jane, daughter 
of Matthew the fifth Lord Lowth. Chriſtopher married the 
Lady Anne M'Donnell, eldeit daughter to Randal Earl of 
Antrim, and dying before his father, July 10, * 
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iſſue by her, who after married with William Lord Slane, 


an only ſon, . 

(2d — Richaxp, ſucceſſor to his grandfather, and 
ſecond Earl of Weſt-Meath. He was, in 1050, General of 
the Iriſh forces, raiſed by the province of Leinſter, againſt 
the rebels, and, in 1652, was. excepted from pardon, for 
life and eftate, by CromwelPs Act of Parliament, for 
ſettling of Ireland ; but his Lordſhip, with others of the 
Iriſh party, entering into certain articles, with the com- 
miſſioner of the Government, leave was given him to 
tranſport one thouſand Iriſh foot into Spain, and, in 1653, 
he had an order to enjoy ſuch part of his eſtates as lay waſte 
and undiſpoſed of, and after his return from Flanders, where 
he was in the ſervice of Spain with his regiment, the 
government ney ee informed that the public peace 
was diſturbed in England, the Lieut, General of the army 
was required, in Auguſt 1659, to apprehend his Lordſhip, 
with other leading men, in the county of Gallway ; but 
ſurviving all theſe troubles, he was conſidered, after the 
Reſtoration, as a perſon meriting, in an eſpecial manner, 
his Majeſty's grace and favour. He died in the year 1684, 
and by Mary, daughter to Sir Thomas Nugent, had fix 
ſons and five daughters, viz. 1. Chriſtopher Lord Delvin; 
2. Thomas; 3. Francis, and 4. Francis, who both died 
young; 5. Joſeph, died a captain in France; 6. William. 
1. Daughter, Lady Mary, married to Henry the ſecond 
Viſc. Kingſland; 2. Lady Anne, firſt married in 1681, to 
Lucas the fixth Viſc. Dillon, and ſecondly to Sir William 
Talbot; 3. Lady Aliſon, to Henry Dowdall, Eſq; 4. Lady 
Elizabeth died young; 5. Lady Jane, married General 
Alexander Mac-Donnell, otherwiſe called Mac-Gregor, 
Chriſtopher Lord Delvin, eldeſt ſon, to Richard the ſecond 
Earl of Weſt-Meath. He married Mary, daughter to 
Richard Butler of Kilcaſh, Eſq; niece to James the firſt 
Duke of Ormond; and dying before his father, left iſſue 
by her, who died March 28, 1737, three ſons, Richard, 
Thomas, and John; and three daughters, who died un- 
married. 

(3d Earl) Ricnary, the eldeſt fon, ſucceeding his 
grandfather in 1684, was the third Earl of Weſt-Meath 
Bar taking on him the religious order-of the Capuchins in 
France, and dying in April, 1714, at Waſſey, in a convent 
order, 

(4th Earl) Tromas, his brother, became the fourth 
Earl. He was born in the year 1669 ; about the time =

the Revolution, he was appointed Lieutenant Colonel to the 
Earl of Tyrone's regiment in King James's army; and 
afterwards ſucceeded to a regiment of foot, and ſucceeded 
Colonel Parker in the command of a regiment of horſe ;. 
for his ſervices in which ſtations he was outlawed, May 11, 
169! : but being in the city of Limerick, when beſieged by 
King William's forces, and one of the hoſtages exchanged 
for the obſervation of the articles of ſurrender, his out- 
lawry was reverſed, and he was reſtored to his honours and 


eſtate in 1684. He died, June 14, 1752, in a very ad- 


- vanced age. In 1684 he married Margaret, only daughter

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HE Right Honourable RICHARD BARRY, Earl of 
BARRYMORE, Viſccunt Buttevant, Baron Barry of 
Olethan, and Ibawne, ſucceeded his father 1 Auguſt, 1773. 
This noble family are ſaid to derive their name from the 
iſland of Barry, in the county of Glamorgan in Wales, (fo 
called from Baruch an holy man buried there) and from 
their great riches and eſtates have been called by the people 
Barrymore, er Barry the Great, William Barry marrying 
Angareth, daughter of Neſta, and niece to the Prince of 
South Wales, by her had Robert, Philip, Walter, and 
Gerald; the latter, who was ſtiled Cambrenſis, from the 
word Cambria, which in old time was given to that part of 
Britain now called Pembrokeſhire, where he was born, was 
Secretary to King Henry II. and Tutor to Earl John, that 
King's ſon, whom he attended into Ireland, and wrote 3 
deſcription of the country, as before he had done of England 
and Wales; and after his return, was made Biſhop of St. 
David's. Sir Robert, in the year 1170, went into Ireland, 
where he did great ſervice for Dermont King of Leinſter, 
againſt Donald King of Oſſory; and Philip his brother 
marrying the filter of Robert Fitz-Stephen, the ſaid Robert 


gave to William the ſon of Philip, three cantreds of land * 
e 
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the county of Cork, In the year 1229, the ſaid Philip 
endowed the friary of Ballibey in the county of Cork 
for which his effigies on horſeback was caſt in braſs, an 
hung up in the church. He left two ſons, William before- 
mentioned, and Robert, who became at length heir to his 
brother, and had a ſon, Sir David, who ſucceeded his fa- 
ther, but was killed in the year 1262. He was ſucceeded 
by David, his ſon, ſtiled the firſt Viſc. Buttevant, who in 
1267 was Lord Juſtice of Ireland, when he ſubdued the 
Mac Carties. He died in the reign of King Edward I. 
and to him ſacceeded David-Oge Barry, his ſon, the ſecond 
Viſcount, whoſe eldeſt ſon and ſucceſſor was William Barry, 
called Lord Barry of Olethan. He married Joan, third 
daughter of Maurice the ſecond Lord Kerry, and had two 
ſons, Laurence, and John, ſtiled Lord of Hely, who was 
murdered by the O Kerrals in 1325. Laurence, ſtiled the 
firſt Barry-Roe, a tract of land now in the family, was 
ſucceeded by John, his fon, father of David Barry; who 
by Beatrix his wife, left a fon David Fitz-David, Lord of 
Olethan and Caſtlehan, who died in May, 1347; leaving 
Sir David his heir, who was ſummoned to the Parliaments 
of the firſt and fifth of Richard II. His ſon, Sir John, was 
ſucceeded by his ſon James, Lord Barry, Viſc. Buttevant ; 
to him ſucceeded William, Lord Barry, who left iſſue 
John, Lord Barry, a nobleman of great worth and honour, 
wao died in 1485, and was ſucceeded by his ſon Thomas, 
Lord Barry of Olethan, and Viſc. Buttevant, who. on June 
27, 1488, did homage for his Barony ; he left two ſons, 
William, his ſucceſſor, who in 1490 ſat the firſt Baron in 
Parliament ; but in 1499, was flain by his brother David, 
Archdeacon of Cloyne ; which David was ſerved in the ſame 
manner by Thomas Barry, and after his body had been in- 
terred twenty days, 'it was taken up and publickly burnt by 
command of Thomas Earl of Deſmond.

THE Right Honourable CHARLES HENRY COOTE, 
Earl of MOUNTRATH, Viſcount Caftle..Coote, 
Baron of Caſtle-Cuff, and Baronet, ſucceeded his father 
Algernon, in Auguſt 1743. . 
This noble family is deſcended from Sir John Coote, a 
native of France, who married the daughter and heir of 
the Lord Boys of that kingdom, and had iſſue Sir John, 
who ſettled in Devonſhire; from him deſcended Sir Charles 
Coote, who was ſettled at Caſtle-Cuffe in Queen's county, and 
ſcrved in the wars againſt the Earl of Tyrone.

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MAULE, EARL or PANMURE. 


HE Right Honourable WILLIAM MAULE, Earl 
of PANMURE, Viſcount and Baron Maule, was 
created Earl, Viſcount, and Baron, May 2, 1743. 

This very ancient and noble family 1s originally French, 
and derive their ſurname from the 'Town and Lordſhip of 
Maule in France, eight leagues from Paris, upon the con- 
fines of Normandy. Guarin de Maule came into England 
with William the Conqueror, among the names of whoſe 
followers Maule is always found, particularly in Holingſhed, 
and got the Lordſhip of Hatton de Cliveland ; out of which 


Robert de Maule, his ſon, made a donation to the Abbey 


of Whitby, in the reign of Henry I. from whom deſcended. 
Serlo de Maule, who was a Baron of England in the reign. 
of King John, and named at the Coronation of King 
Henry III. Of this ſame family was William de Maule, 
who fided with David I. King of Scotland, in the Bellum 
Standardi, in 1138; and, continuing to follow that King's 
fortunes, obtained the Lordſhip of Foulis, out of which 
he made donations to the Priory of St. Andrew; and 1s 


witneſs to ſome of the Charters made by King David, and 


his fon Prince Henry, before the year 1152. He dying 
without iſſue male, Sir Richard de Maule, his nephew, 
carried on the line of the family, and was ſucceeded by 
his ſon Sir Peter de Maule, who about the year 1224, in the 
reign of Alexander II. obtained the Barony of Panmure, 
| by the marriage of Chriſtian, daughter and ſole heir of 
William de Valoignes, Lord Panmure, and Great Cham- 
berlain of Scotland; and, dying in 1254, left iſſue Sir 
William, his ſucceſſor, and Sir Thomas, who was ng 
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of Brechin, which he defended forty. days againſt King 
Edward I. and was there flain in 1303. Which Willian, 
Baron of Panmure, was High Sheriff of the county cf 
Forfar at the death of King Alexander III. and one of the 
Barons of Scotland, who did homage to King Edward l. 
for his lands which he held of the Crown, in 1292. He 
married Etham, daughter to John de Vaus, Lord Dirleton, 
High Sheriff of the county of Edinburgh, by whom he 
left iſſue Sir Henry de Maule, his heir, who was knighted 
by King Robert Bruce, whom he ſerved in the wars againf 
England; and married Margaret, daughter to William Hay 
of Locherwert, anceſtor to the Marquis of Tweedale; by 
whom he had Walter de Maule, Baron of Panmure, why 
was Governor of Kildrummy in the beginning of the reign 
of King David Bruce, and had two ſons, Sir William, and 
Henry Maule of Glaſter, anceſtor to the family ſeated tnere, 
Sir William, the eldeſt ſon, married Marion, only daughter 
to Sir David Fleming of Biggar, anceſtor to the Earl of 
Wigton, by Jane his wife, daughter to David Barclay Lord 
Brechin; and had Thomas, his ſucceſſor, who was knighted 
by King Robert III. and was one of the Commanders cf 
the Governor of Scotland's army at the bloody battle of 
Harlaw, where he was ſlain, with ph the gentlemen of his 
name, in 1411. He had iſſue by Elizabeth, daughter to 
Sir Andrew Gray of Foulis, anceſtor to the Lord Gray, a 
ſon born after his death, 'Thomas, Baron of Panmure, who 
was knighted by King James I. and upon the death of 
Walter Earl of Athole and Lord Brechin, in 1437, laid 
claim to the Lordſhip of Brechin, in right of his great 
grandmother, daughter to David Lord Brechin, and ob- 
tained ſome parts of the eſtate of that family; but was kept 
out of the Barony, by the miniſtry of King James Il. which 
after ſome time returned to the family of the Maules. He 
married Margaret, daughter to Sir Thomas Abercromby of 
that IIlk, in the county of Fife, one of the Lords of Seſſion, 
and left iſſue Sir Thomas, his ſucceſſor, He married the 
Lady Elizabeth Lindſay, daughter to Alexander Earl cf 
Crawford, and e to the Lady Jane, daughter to 
King Robert II. by whom he had a ſon, Alexander, who 


died in his life-time, leaving iſſue by Elizabeth, daughter 
to Sir David Guthrie of that IIk, Knt. Lord High Trex 
ſurer of Scotland, Sir Thomas, who ſacceeded his grand- 
father, and was Bailiff of Barry, and knighted by James 
IV. He married, firſt, Elizabeth, eldeſt daughter and c0- 
heir to Sir David Rollo of Ballachie; ſecondly, Elizabeth, 

daughter 
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daughter to Andrew Lord Gray; and thirdly, Chriſtian, 
daughter to William Lord Graham, anceſtor to the Duke of 
Montroſe, and widow of Sir John Hadden of Gleneagles; 
having iſſue by his firſt wife Robert, his heir; William, 
anceſtor to the family of Boath; and Iſabel, married to 
Mr. Ramſay of Panbride. He was killed, with his maſter 
King James IV. at the fatal field of Flodden, in 1513, and 
was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, Robert, Baron of Panmure, 
who was ſome time High Sheriff of the county of Forfar, 
and Bailiff of Barry, and had a licence from King James V. 
| exempting him from Parliaments. He was at the battle of 
Lithgow Bridge, with the Earl of Lennox, for that King's 
liberty, in 1526; and in Queen Mary's reign, with the 
Lord Gray, ſtormed the town of Perth, which held out 
againſt the Queen's authority. He was a great oppoſer of 
the union with England; and, after the battle of Pinkin- 
cleugh, was beſieged in his caſtle of Panmure by the Engliſh, 
wounded, and carried priſoner to the Tower of London; 
from whence he was releaſed after a year's impriſonment, 
and died May 2, 1560. He married, firſt, Iſabel, daughter 
to Sir Laurence Mercer of Aldie, in the county of Perth, by 
whom he had Thomas, his heir, John, Robert, and Margaret 


married to Halyburton, Laird of Pitcur; ſecondly, . 


Iſabel, daughter to Sir Robert Arbuthnot of that Ilk, an- 
ceſtor to the Lord Arbuthnot, by whom he had alſo three 
ſons ; Henry, anceſtor of the Maules of Malgum ; William, 
who left ſeven daughters; and Andrew.

HE Right Honourable JOHN SAVILE, Earl of 

MEXBOROUGH, of Lifford, in the county of 
Donegal, Viſcount Pollington, of Terns, and Baron Pol. 
lington, of Longford, was created, Sept. 8, 1753, Baron 
Pollington, and advanced to the dignities of Viſcount and 
Earl, Dec. 27, 1765. He married, Jan. 30, 1760, Sarah, 
youngeſt daughter of Francis Blake Delaval, of Seaton 
Delaval, in handed Eſq; by whom he has iflue 
two ſons. 1. John Viſcount Pollington, born April 8, 1761. 
2. Henry, born Sept. 17, 1763. 

His Lordſhip is deſcended from an ancient family in 
Yorkſhire ; of whom were the Saviles, Earls of Efſex, which 
title is now extinct ; and George Savile, Marquis of Hali- 
fax, whoſe ſon William having no male iſſue, chat title alſo 
became extinct. Of this family was Thomas Savile, of 
Newſted, in the county of York, who had iſſue two ſons: 
from the eldeſt, Sir John Savile, Knt. is deſcended the pre- 
ſent Sir George Savile, of Rufford, in the county of Not- 
tingham, Bart. Henry, the ſecond ſon of the ſaid Thomas, 
having married Eleanor, daughter and heir of Thomas 
Copley, of Copley, poſſeſſed that lordſhip.

iſq; Henry, the third fon, was ſeated at Bradley, near Ha. 
lifax in Yorkſtiire, and having married Ellen, daughter of 
Robert Ramſden, had iſſue three ſons, Sir John, Sir Henry, 
and Thomas, a ſtudent in the univerſity of Oxford, where 
he was elected Proctor, A. D. 1592, but died unmarried. 
Sir Henry, aforeſaid, born at Bradley on the laſt of No. 
vember, A. D. 1549, was entered in Oxford, anno 1501, 
and admitted Bachelor of Arts in Lent 1565; and growing 
famous for his learning in the Greek tongue and 'mathemz- 
tics, (in which laſt be voluntarily read a lecture for ſome 
time to the ſtudents) he was, about the year 1570 
elected Proctor of the univerſity for two years together. [1 
1578 he travelled into France, and other countries; and 
improving in learning, languages, and the knowledge of the 
world and men, became an accompliſhed gentleman ; and 
on his return was inſtituted tutor to Queen Elizabeth for 
the Greek tongue, who made him Warden of Merton Col. 
lege, and in the year 1596, Provoſt of Eton. He was after. 
wards employed by Queen Elizabeth, as Refident in the 
Low Countries. When King James J. came to the crown, 
he had a great reſpect for Mr. Savile and his learning, and 
would have advanced him to a higher place, either in church 


or ſtate; but he reſuſed it, and accepted only of the honor 


of knighthood, at Windſor, 21 Sept. 1604 ; and ſoon after 
Henry, his eldeſt fon, dying, he beſtowed much of his 
wealth in publiſhing books. He collected the beſt copie: 
of St. Chryſoſtom, and employed learned men to tranſcribe 
and make annotations on them, which he fairly ſet forth 2 
his own coſt, (computed at Socol.) in a moſt beautiful edi. 
tion. He was an excellent mathematician, as witneſs his 
learned lectures on Euclid, for which ſcience he founded 
two lectures in Oxford, allowing a liberal ſalary to the Pro- 
feſſors. He died in Eton college 19 Feb. 1621, and tie 
univerſity of Oxon erected in Merton college a ſumptuor: 
honorary monument to his memory. Elizabeth, his daugh- 
ter and ſole heir, became the wife of Sir John Sidley, of 
Ailes ford, in Kent, Bart. Sir John Savile, the elder brother, 
was made a Senjeant at Law, 29 Nov. 26 Elizabeth, and after- 
wards one of the Barons of the Exchequer, by patent, i July, 
40 Eltzabeth; and King james continued him by patent, 
4 April, in the firſt year of his reign, He imitated that

HE Right Honourable EDWARD TURNOUR. 
GARTH TURNOUR, Earl of WINTERTON, 
Viſcount Turnour, Baron Winterton, of Gort, in the county 
of Galway, was created a Baron, March 28, 1761, and ad- 
vanced to the dignities of Viſcount and Earl, Dec. 28, 
1765. He married, March 13, 1735, Anne, daughter of 
Thomas Lord Archer, by whom he has had four 2 and 
ſix daughters, viz. 1. Lady Anne. 2. Edward Viſcount 
Turnour. 3. Lady Catherine, 4. Sarah, died young,

The name of this family, which bas at times been written 
Turnoure, 'Turnor, Turnour, &c. is derived from their an- 
cient place of ſettlement in Normandy, which being a black 
cattle, was called Le Tour noir, whence the Lords thereof 
were called Les Sires de Tour noir, and by contraction, 
Tonrnor. In the liſt of the lords, knights and ſoldiers, 
that came over with William the Conqueror, and received 
cftates from bim in England, as given at length by William 
Taiileur, in his chronicles of Normandy, we find Le Sire 
de Fourceur, which fignifies the Lord of Tourneur.

Martha, daughter of John Hanchet, of Canons, Eſq; (by 
which marriage the manor of Canons became veſted in this 
family) and had ifſue a ſon, Edward; and a daughter, 
Mary, who was firſt married to Rowland Ramſton, Gent. 
and after his death, to Thomas Sparke, Bachelor of Divinity, 
by whom ſhe had Chriſtopher Sparke, of the Middle Tem- 
ple, London; and lies buried, with both her huſbands, and 
ſon, in Great Parendon church. Her father died 19 May, 
1623, and 1s buried near the altar in the Temple church, 
London. Edward, his ſon and heir, married Anne, daugh- 
ter of James Morice, of Ongar, in Eſſex, Eſq; and had iſſue 
Arthur, who was Treaſurer of the Temple Soctety, London, 
and Serjeant at Law. He died July 1, 1651, in the 63d 
year of his age, and lies buried with his father. He mar- 
ned Anne, daughter of John Jermy, of Gunton, in the 
county of Norfolk, Eſq; and had iſſue a daughter, Anne, 
the wife of L'Eſtrange Calthrop, of the Temple, London;

was advanced to the dignity of Earl of Sefton, November 16, 
1771. He married November 27, 1768, Lady Iſabella 
daughter of the Earl of Harrington, by whom he has one

In 1066, amongſt the noble attendants of the Conqueror, 
was William de Molines, a perſon of noble extraction, 
as appears from the roll of Battle-Abbey, in which liſt his 
name ſtands the eighteenth in order; and to the ſaid Wil.

gave the manors of Sefton, Thornton, and Kerdon, in the 
county of Lancaſter, of which Sefton became his chief 
ſeat. To him ſucceeded Vivian, his fon and heir, who 
bore a croſs Moline for his arms, and was father of Adam 
de Molines; who married Annota, daughter and ſole heir 
to Benedict Gernet, Lord of Speake or Eſpeake in Lanca- 
ſhire, and had three ſons ; of which, Robert ſucceeded, and 
married Beatrix, daughter and heir to Pagan de Villiers, 
Lord of Little Croſby in the county of Lancaſter, with whom

Lord Clarendon, in a charac- 
ter very invidiouſly drawn of him, mentions, that he look- 
ed moſt into thoſe parts of the law that diſpoſed him to leaſt 
reverence to the Crown, and moſt to popular authority, 
but without inclination to any change of ener 
which proves the very contrary to the noble hiſtorian's pur- 
ſe, and will in theſe times be remembered to his honour. 
He perſevered in the ſame principles as a Judge in the reign 
of Charles II. when he was appointed Lord Chief Juſtice of 
the Common Pleas, of which he has left memorable proofs 
in his jadgments from the bench, and died in this high 
ſtation, December 3, 1674. He was buried in the Tem- 
ple church, near the grave of his friend Selden ; part of 
whoſe fortune he inherited as one of his executors.

HE Right Honourable RICHARD FITZ-WILLIAM, 

Viſcount FITZ- WILLIAM, of Merion, Baron Fitz- 
William, of Thorncaſtle, born in Auguſt 1745, and ſuc- 
ceeded his father May 25, 1779. 

Of this family, who were ſaid to be couſin in blood to 
King Edward the Confeſſor, was Sir William Fitz-William, 
knight, who attended King William the Conqueror, as 
Marſhal of the Army, when he entered England. 

King Edward III. in the 22d of his reign, 1348, par- 
doned William, the ſon of Richard Fitz-William, all tranſ- 
greſſions, &c. and the ſaid William having built the caſtle 
of Wicklow, he became Conſtable thereof; and in the 
49th of that reign was Commander in Chief of all thoſe 
arts, 

a In the 5th of Richard II. 1381, his fon William Fitz- 
William was Sheriff of the county of Dublin, and in the 
7th he had a grant to be Seneſchal of all the temporalities 
in the ſaid county. 

In the ſaid 19th of Richard II. the King pardons John, 
the ſon of the ſaid William, all tranſgreſſions; who, being 
lain the next year, left iſſue by Chriſtiana, his wife, a ſon, 
Henry; who was ſucceeded by his ſon, Thomas, who was 
Conſtable of the town of Swordes, and left a fon Richard, 
living at Donnybrook near Dublin in 1432, and was father 
of Philip, to whom King Henry VI. granted a ſem of 
money out of the Crown-Rents, which was to pay for 
Thorn-ca{lle, to rebuild a fort there, which was in 1437 
dettroyed by the King's Iriſh enemies. | 

He was ſucceeded by Stephen Fitz-William, who in 1463 
held the manor of Thorn-caſtle; and to him ſucceeded 
William, who married Anne, only daughter to Thomas 
Cruiſe in the county of Dublin, Eſq; and left Richard, 
his heir; who married Gennet, daughter to Holly- 
wood of Tartaine, Eſq; and had Thomas, his heir; who 
in the zd of Henry VIII. was made Sheriff of the county 
of Dublin, and died in 1529.

In recompence of the ſervices of himſelf and his two 
ſons, during the civil wars of King Charles I. he obtained 
a Privy-Seal to pals Letters Patent under the Great Seal, 
to be made an Earl of England, and a Patent was accord- 
ingly drawn, dated at Oxford, May 1, the 2oth of Charles 
I. But the Great Seal not being then in the power of that 
Prince, this Patent was never completed.

In the reign of King Charles I. he was (by articles con- 
cluded in France, and with the Queen of England, wife 
of King Charles) made General of 10,000 foot and 3000 
horſe, which were to come out of Ireland, to ſerve his Ma- 
jeſty in the civil wars of England; but the fatal ſucceſs of 
the battle of Naſeby (where he ſerved his Majeſty) put a 
ſtop to his proceedings. ; | 

He was alſo Lieutenant General to the Marquis of Or- 
mond, and General in Ireland, at which time he gained 
the battle of Roſcommon, and being Baron of Thorn-caſtle, 
and Viſcount Merion, was likewiſe on April 20, 1663, 
created Earl of Tyrconnel; but he died in 1667, and was 
buried in the Church of Donnybrook, near Dublin. He 
married firſt Dorothy, ſiſter to the wife of his brother 
Chriſtopher; and ſecondly Eleanor Holles, daughter to 
John the firſt Earl of Clare; but leaving no iffue, the 
title of Earl became extinct.

HE Right Honourable WILLIAM-WILDMAN BAR. 
RINGTON, Viſcount BARRINGTON, of Ardglaſs, 
Baron Barrington, of Newcaftle, born in 1717, ſucceeded 
his father John, in Dec. 1734; and, io Sept. 1740, mar- 
ried Mary, daughter and heireſs of Henry, youngeſt ſon 
of Sir Salathiel Lovel, Baron of the Exchequer, and widow 
of Samuel, eldeſt ſon of William, Viſcount Grimſton. Her 
Ladyſhip died in September 1764, without leaving any 
iſſue. | 
It appears by the Heralds office that the family of Shute 
is originally Norman, and was ſettled there while the Kings 
of England were in poſſeſſion of that Dutchy. They ſerved 
thoſe Princes with reputation and ſucceſs, both in the field, 
and as governors of fortreſſes committed to their charge, 
and were poſſeſſed of a caſtle called after their name. Some 
remains of that caſtle with the arms of Shute painted cn 
the windows and monuments of that family, in ſeveral 
towns of Normandy, were to be ſcen in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth. It alſo appears that Chriſtopher Shute of Hock- 
k - a deſcendant of 
the Norman family, was father of Robert, who being 
bred to the law, was a Judge in that reign. He was creat- 
ed Serjeant in Michaelmas term, 1577, was Recorder of 
Cambridge, and ſerved in ſeveral parliaments for that town 
till 1579, when he was made a Baron of the Exchequer, 
and afterwards, in 1585, he was appointed one of the Jul.

HE Right Honourable RICHARD WINGFIELD, 
Viſcount POWERSCOURT, of Powerſcourt, in the 
county of Wicklow, and Baron of Wingfield, born in 1730, 
and ſucceeded his brother Edward, who died unmarried, 
May 6, 1764. He marned Amelia, daughter of the late 
Earl of Aldborough, by whom he has, Richard, John, 
Edward, Martha, Amelia, and Harriot.

The 
faid Harvey was married, in 1175, to Neſta, daughter cf 
Maurice Fitz Gerald, anceſtor of the Earls of Kildare, but 
died without iſſue, having founded, and largely endowed, 
the monaſtery of Dunbrody, in the county of Wexford, 
where he was buried; and the Monks of that monaſtery 
_ erected to his memory, as their founder, a ſtately monument, 

which remains to this day. Harvey left the remainder of 
his large eſtate to his brother, Gee®-v De Maris or Mariſco, 
who was Lord j uſtice of Ireland. were ſeveral of his de- 
ſcendants afterwards, and one of in Edward II's time 
was created a Peer, by the title ot De Monte Morreſco, but 
he, with his ſon, was killed ſoon after in a ſea-fight again 
pirates, who then infeſted the coaſts of Ireland. Another 
was, by King James I. created a Baronet on the firſt cres- 
tion of that order, which honour remains in the family to 
this day. See for this account of the family, Geraldui 
Cambrenfis, Ware, Baker's chronicles, and ſeveral old re- 
cords in Birmingham tower, and the pedigrees of the 
Ormond and Kildare families. Sir Redmond Morres, Bart.

The faid Harvey, who ſettled at Caſtlemorres, 
in the county of Kilkenny, obtained a grant from K ng 
Charles II. making that eſtate into a manor, with verſ 
ample privileges, by the name of the manor of Caſtlemor- 
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res, He married the Honourable Frances Butler, of the 
houſe of Ormond, and had ſeveral ſons; but Francis 
only ſurvived him, who married, in 1706, Catharine, 
daughter, and at length ſole heireſs of Sir William Evans, 
of Kilkreen, in the county of the city of Kilkenny, Bart. 
and by her had ifſue three ſons ; Harvey, the late Viſconnt, 
Sir William Evans, Bart. who died October 25, 1774, and 
Redmond Morres, one of his Majeſty's learned council. 
William-Evans Morres married, firſt, Margaret Haydocke, 
only daughter and ſole heireſs of Joſiah Haydocke, of the 
city of Kilkenny, by whom he had iſſue one fon, Haydocke-

COURCY, BARON or KINSALE. 


THE Right Honourable JOHN COURCY, Baron of 

KINSALE, in the county of Cork, and Baron Cour- 

cy, of Courcy, and Baron of Ringrone, in the ſaid county, 
ſucceeded his father, the late Lord, March 12, 1776 

Richard de Courcy, Lord of Courcy, was one of the 
Noblemen that accompanied William Duke of Normand 
into England, in his expedition for the conqueſt thereof, 
and was preſent with him in the fatal battle of Haſtings, - 
October 14, 1060, where King Harold was lain, and the 
fate of the kingdom decided intirely in the Duke's favour. 
He was rewarded by the Conqueror for his ſervices with a 
great number of Lordſhips in England, particularly the 
Lordſhip of Stoke in the county of Somerſet, called from 
him Stoke-Courcy, which he held with ſeveral others per 
Baroniam. The ſaid Richard de Courcy died in the year 
1098, and was ſucceeded by his ſon, 

Robert de Courcy, Lord of Courcy in Normandy, and 
Baron of Stoke-Courcy in England; he was Steward of the 
houſhold of King Henry I. and was by the ſaid King creat- 
ed one of the great Barons at Weſtminſter, in 1133, the 
thirty-third of his reign. He was founder of the nunnery 
of Cannington in Somerſetſhire, and left five ſons; 

William, the eldeſt, was Baron of Stoke-Courcy, and 
Dapifer to King Henry I. but, dying without iſſue, was 
iucceeded by his brother, ; 

Robert de Courcy, Baron of Stoke Courcy, who in the 
reign of King Stephen was a principal Commander at the 
battle of Northampton againſt the Scots. He married Avi- 
cia, one of the two daughters and coheirs of William de 
Meſchines, Earl of Cambridge, and Lord of Coupland and 
Harewood, ſecond ſon of Randolph de Meſchines, Earl of 
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Carliſle, and Lord of Cumberland and Weſtmoreland. By 
this Lady he had a ſon, ; 
William, who ſucceeded; in the 12th year of King Henry 
II. upon the aid then levied for marrying of the King's 
daughter, certified the Knights fees of his Barony, which 
his father and grandfather held, to be twenty-four and three 
parts de veteri Feoffamento, and four and a fifth de novo, 
and thoſe of the Barony of William de Meſchines, his mo. 
ther's father, to be ſeventeen ; for all which de veteri Feof. 
famento, in the 14th of the ſaid King, he paid ſixteen 
pounds ten ſhillings, and ſifty- ſix ſhillings for thoſe de 
novo. In the 18th of Henry II. he was Lord of Iſlip in 
the county of Oxford, and Juſtice of Ireland. He al(o 
founded the Priory of Stoke-Courcy in the county of Somer- 
ſet; and married Juliana, daughter of Richerius de Aquila, 
a great Baron of England in the reign of King Henry 1, 
and dying in 1171, left iſſue a daughter, married to Sir 
Almerick Triftram, anceſtor to the Lord Howth, and Sir 
John de Courcy, Knight, Baron of Stoke-Courcy, who 
ſerved King Henry II. in all his wars; and 1n Ireland, 
at his own charge, foupht five remarkable battles, where- 
by he conquered the Province of Ulſter, and a er part 
of Connaught. In the year 1181 he was created by King 
Henry II. Earl of Ulſter, and Lord of Connaught; from 
the year 1175 to 1179 he was Joint-Governor of Ireland; 
and from 1185 to 1190 ſole Governor; but being in that 
ear accuſed by Hugh de Lacy, Earl of Meath, of difre- 
pect to the King, was ſent priſoner to London, and con- 
fined in the Tower for about a year, when a diſpute aroſe 
between John King of England, and Philip-Auguſt King 
of France, about the title to the dutchy of Normandy, the 
which was referred to two Champions to decide, The 
French Champion was ready, but none of King John': 
ſubjects would anſwer the challenge: upon which the King 
was informed, that John de Courcy, late Earl of Ultter, 
who was then a priſoner in the 'Tower of London, was the 
only man in his dominions who could do it, if he would 
undertake it. 

The King ſent twice to the Earl for that purpoſe, but 
he refuſed it each time, by reaſon of the ungrateful returns 
made for his ſervices, in impriſoning him, unheard, at the 
ſuit of his rival and enemy, Hugh de Lacy; but the King 
ſending the third time, he made anſwer, that for the crowl 


and dignity of the realm, he would hazard his life, 4, 
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The day of combat being appointed, (in Normandy) the 


Earl's own ſword was ſent for out of Ireland; but when the 
day came, and every thing was ready for the fight, and the 
Champions were entered the liſts, in the preſence of the 
Kings of England, France, and Scotland, the French 
Champion, not liking the ſtrong proportion of the Earl's 
body, nor the terrible weapon he bore in his hand, when 
the trampets ſounded the laſt charge, he ſet ſpurs to his 
horſe, broke through the liſts, and fied into Spain, from 
whence he never returned. The French Champion thus 
taking his flight, the victory was adjudged to the Earl of 
Ulſter: but the Kings, hearing of his great ſtrength, and 
being willing to ſee ſome trial of it, they ordered an hel- 
met of excellent proof, full-faced with mail, to be laid on 
a block of wood, which the Earl with one blow cut aſunder, 
and {truck his ſword ſo deep into the wood, that none there 
preſent but himſelf could draw it out again; which ſword, 
together with his armor, are to this day preſerved in the 
Tower of London. After this noble performance, the King 
reſtored him to his former titles and eſtate, which was valued 


at that time at twenty-five thouſand marks ſterling, per 


annum (a vaſt income in thoſe days) and likewiſe bade him 
aſk for any thing elſe in his gift, he had a mind to, and it 
ſhould be granted; upon which the Earl rephed, he had 
titles and eſtate enough, but defired that he and his ſuc- 
ceſſors, the heirs male of his family (after him) might have 
the privilege (after their firſt obeiſance) to be covered in 
the royal preſence of him and his ſucceſſors, Kings of Eng- 
land; which the King granted, and the ſaid privilege is 
preſerved in the family to this day. 

The Earl died about the year 1210, leaving ide by 
Africa, his wife, daughter to Godred King of the Iſle of 
Man, and of the weſtern Iſles of Scotland, Miles, his heir 
and ſucceſſor. | 

(iſt Lord) Mites, who ſucceeded, was kept out of the 
Earldom ot Ulfter by Hugh de Lacy, who had a grant of 
it from King John, on taking Earl John, and ſending him 
23 to London; for Miles claiming the Earldom after 

is father's death, the ſaid Lacy replied, that he would 
maintain King John's laſt grant of it to himſelf, ſince Earl 
John never returned into Ireland to reverſe his outlawry ; 
and the ſaid Lacy being a great favourite of the King's, 
and a very powerful man, Miles was forced to quit his 
pretenſions: but was created Baron of Kinſale, nd liv» 
ing afterwards altogether in Ireland, he never claimed the 
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Barony of Stoke-Courcy; but, dying in the beginning of 
King Henry III's reign, was Sn by his ſon, 

(2d Lord) PaTrickx de Courcy, Baron of Kinſale; 
who married the daughter and heir of Miles de Cogan, 
who was one of the great Conquerors of Ireland. To this 
Miles de Cogan, and Robert Fitz-Stephen, and to their 
heirs, King Henry Il. in a Parliament held at Oxford in 
the year 1177, did grant the whole kingdom of Cork to be 
held of him, and his ſon John, by the ſervice of ſixty 
Knights fees; the half of which kingdom Patrick enjoyed 
in right of his wife; for in the twentieth of King Henry 
UI. he was ſtiled Dominus medietatis Regni Corcagiæ. He 
was ſuccceded by 

(3d Lord) Nicol As de Courcy, his ſon, who divided the 
chief rents of his Barony of Kinſale with the then Biſhop 
of Cork. By Mabella, his wife, he had three ſons, and 
was ſucceeded by the eldeſt, | 

(4th Lord) EpmunD, who dying without iſſue, was 
ſucceeded by his brother, 

(5th Lord) Joun de Courcy, who, with his brother 
Patrick, and moſt of their company, were lain in the ifland 
of Inchiduiny in the county of Cork, in the year 1290, by 
Daniel Moel Mac Carty Riegh. To him ſucceeded his ſon, 

(6th Lord) Mites de Courcy, and by Johanna, his wife, 
who ſurvived him, he had a ſon, 

(7th Lord) MiLes de Courcy, who overthrew Florence 
Mac Carty More, with a great army of his followers. He 
married Annora O'Brien, and, dying in the 32d of Kang 
Henry III. left iſſue by her,

He married Ellena, 
daughter of John Fitz-Gerald, of Dromanagh, Lord of 
Decyes, by whom he had Mary de Courcy, his only child, 
married to Sir Patrick Gough, and, dying in 1642, wa 
ſucceeded by his brother, 

(zoth Lord) ParrIckx de Courcy, who at the age of 
forty-cight years married Mary, another daughter of the 
ſaid John Fitz-Gerald, Lord of Decyes, of the age of four. 
teen, and by her lived to have twenty-three children, of 
which four ſons and three daughters lived to maturity, viz, 
John; Edmund, who died without iſſue; Miles, and Gerald, 
who alſo died without iſſue; and of the daughters, Ellen 
was married to Dermoid Mac-Teige Mac Carty, Eſq; El. 
zabeth, to David Sarsfield, Viſcount Kilmallock; and Mar.

(21ſt Lord) Joan de Courcy, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded 
his father in 1663, and marrying Ellena, daughter to Charles 
Mac Carty Reigh, left iſſue two ſons, Patrick and Almen.

(22d Lord) PaTkick de Courcy, Lord Kinſale; but, 
he dying a minor, in 1669, was ſucceeded by his brother, 

(23d Lord) Ar mericvs de Courcy, outlawed in 1691;

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BUTLER, LORD CAHIER. 


HE Right Honourable JAMES BUTLER, Baron 

of CAHIER, in the county of Tipperary, born Aug. 
1, 1711, ſucceeded his father 'Thomas, in May 1744; and, 
in January 1-39, married Chriſtian, fourth daughter and 
coheireſs to Michael Moore, of Drogheda, Eſq; ſhe died 
without iſſue, July 25, 1759. His Lordſhip is ſtill a wi- 
dower, and profeſſing the Roman Catholic religion, is diſ- 
qualified for ſitting in the houſe of Peers. 

James, the fourth Earl of Ormond, married, to his ſe- 
cond wife, Catharine, daughter to Garret, Earl of Deſ- 
mond, and from theſe two illuſtrious perſons was deſcend- 
ed, in a dire line, Thomas Butler, of Cahier, who, in 
1543, was made a Peer, by the title of Baron of Cahier, 
by Henry VIII. This Thomas, firſt Lord Cahier, mar- 
ried Eleanor, daughter to Pierce, Earl of Ormond, and by 
her had one ſurviving ſon, 

(2d Lord) Epmunp, who enjoyed the title but fifteen 
months, and died without iſſue male, though twice mar- 
ried, fo the title was extinct in little leſs than forty years. 
But Queen Elizabeth renewed it, in 1583, by a new crea» 
tion in favour of Sir Theobald Butler, nephew to the firſt 
Lord, ſon to his brother Pierce, by a daughter of Mac- 
Fierce, Lord Dunboyn. : 

(3d Lord) Sir Tyz0BALD, was a man of eminent merit, 
and had rendered great ſervices to the crown, Sir Henry 
Sidney, ſo often Lord deputy, ever had a great confidence 
in hi; ability and probity: in the preamble of his patent, 
Queen Elizabeth expreſſes, in the moſt energic ſtile, the 
motives of her eſteem and gratitude, Happy has deſcen- 
dants, d ho, mindfal of this their common anceſtor, have 
ever maintained his principles.

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and by her had fix ſons and two daughters. Thomas was 
His ſucceſſor. From Pierce deſcends the preſent Lord Ca.

Ellin was ſecond wife to Richard Butler, 
of Ballyboy, in the county of Tipperary, Mary was mar. 
Tied to Sir Cormac Mac-Carty, of Blarney, by whom ſhe 
was mother of Cormac, or Charles-Oge; created, Novem.

He married, in 1663, Elizabeth, daughter to 
Toby Mathew, ſiſter to George Mathew, the elder ef 
Thurles, and aunt to George Mathew, of Thomaſtowne, 
and by her had four daughters, but no ſon. Eleanor, mar- 
ried to Sir John Everard, of Fethard, Baronet. Margaret 
to Theobald, Lord Cahier, as hereafter. Anne, died un- 
married, 1683; and Mary, born after his deceaſe, was the 
wife of Robert Walſh, Eiq; this Pierce died in 1676, and 
he leaving no iſſue male, the title devolved a ſecond time 
to another branch in the perſon of Theobald Butler, of 
Knockananomagh, in the county of Tipperary, Eſq; ſon 
of Pierce, third ſon to Sir Theobald, third Lord Cahier. 
His mother was a daughter to Mac-Ibrian Arragh, by his

(7th Lord) TazoBALD, grandfather to the preſent Lord, 
lived in troubleſome times, and underwent great hardſhips, 
He ſat in the parliament of King James II. anno 1889; 
and was outlawed in 1691, and his eſtate ſeized to the 
crown: but the outlawry was reverſed in 1693, and he re- 
ſtored to his eilzte upon a true repreſentation of his caſe 

anc 
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and of the falſhood of all that had been alledged againſt 
him. This act, though of ſtrict juſtice, much redounded 
to the reputation of the new ſovereign, who could reſiſt the 
artful inſinuations of people who ſought to be rewarded 
for their zeal and ſervices, by ſharing amongſt them the 
lands of this moſt upright Lord. He was twice married; 
frſt, to Mary, eldeſt daughter to Sir Edmund Everard, of 
Fethard, Bart. His ſecond wife was Margarite, daughter 
to Pierce, the ſixth Lord Cahier, his predeceſſor in the title. 
By the firſt Lady, he had Thomas, his ſucceſſor, and two 
daughters, Mary, and Johanna. Mary, married to James 
Long, of Dublin, Eſq; father to James Long, of Fethard. 
Johanna was twice married; firſt to James Butler, of Ca- 
herbane, in the county of Clare, Bfſq; father to James But. 
ler, of Caherbane, and Kilcommon, in the county of Tip- 
perary, and of two daughters, Mary, and Margaret, Mary 
was married, in 1736, to Joha Croly, of Bally-Gillane, in 
the county of Waterford; and Margarite, in 1734, to John, 
ſon and heir to Francis Macnamara, of Monerke, in the 
county of Clare, Eſq; ſhe died February 18, 1753; a few 
days after, her only daughter wae married to David Fitz- 
Gerald, of Cork, Eſq; by his ſecond Lady, daughter to 
Pierce, his predeceſſor, Theobald, had Pierce, who died 
in 1723, and two daughters, Anne, and Elizabeth, living 
in the convent of Ipres.

HE Right Honourable HUGH FORTESCUE. 

ALAND, Baron FORTESCUE, of Credon, in the 
county of Waterford, ſucceeded his father John, December 
19, 1740. 

The family of Forteſcue is deſcended from Sir Richard 
Le Forte, a perſon of extraordinary ſtrength and courage, 
who accompanied William Duke of Normandy in his con- 
queſt of England, and bearing a ſtrong ſhield before the 
Duke, at the battle of Haſtings, had three horſes killed 
ender him, and from that ſignal event the name and motto 
of the family were aſſumed; for the Latin word Scutum, 
or the French word E/cue, a Shield, being add d to Forte, 
Strong, compoles their name, and the motto is Forte Scutum 
Salus Ducum, : 

Sir Adam, his ſon, was alſo a principal commander, and 
behaved ſo well, that for the good ſervice he and his father 
had done, the Conqueror gave him lands in Devonchire, 
where he eſlabliſhed a noble family at Winſton. His fon 
Adam was father of another Adam, who had three ſons, 
Sir Richard, and Sir Nicholas, both Knights of St. John 
of Jeruſalem, who attended King Richard I, to the Holy 
Land, to fight againſt Saladin, the Soldan of Egypt. Sir 
John, the eldeſt, was a commander in the army raiſed in 
aid of King John againſt the rebellious Barons. He was 
father of Richard, the father of William, who married Eli- 
zabeth, daughter to Richard Beauchamp, Larl of Werwick 
and Albemarle; and had two fons, William, his heir, from 
whom deſcended the families of Winſton, Pruteſton, and 
Spridleſton ; and Sir John, the ſecond fon, fignalized him- 
ſelf at the battle of Agincourt, and was made governor and 
captain of Meavx, His eldeſt ſon, Sir Henry, was Chief 
ſuſtice of the Common Pleas in Ireland, and anceſtor of 
Sir Peter Forteſcue, of Wood, in Devonſhire, created a 
Baronet in 1669; and of Sir Edmund Forteſcue, of Fallow- 
Pitt, created a Baronet in 1664; both which families are 
extinct. Richard, the third ſon of Sir John, was anceſtor 
of the family of Punſburn, in Hertfordſhire, of which was 
Sir John Forteſcue, who was made Porter of the town of 
Calais by King Edward VI. and accompanied the Earl of 
Richmond to England again King Richard III. Sir Adrian,

Marſhal of Ireland, but was convicted for high treaſon in 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth for his attachment to Mary 
Queen of Scots, and diſcharged in 1566. Sir John, elder 
ſon of Sir Adrian, was Maſter of the Wardrobe to King 
Tenry VIII. and Knight of the ſhire for the county of 
Bucks; in 1590, he was Chancellor of the Exchequer, and 
a Privy-Counſellor to Queen Elizabeth; and, in 1603, was 
made Chancellor of the Dutchy of Lancaſter. His eldeft 
ſon, Sir Francis, was made Knight of the Bath at the coro- 
nation of King James I. Sir John, the ſecond ſon, died in 
1656, and his poſterity continued at Salden-houte, Bucks, 
ti the death of Sir Francis Forteſcue, in 1729, when this 
branch became extinct. Sir John, ſecond fon of Sir John, 
Governor of Meaux, who, in the year 1442, was made 
Lord Chief Juſtice of England, was fucceeded by his ſon, 
Martin, who had two ſons; John, his heir, and William, 
anceſtor of the family of Dromiſken, in the county of 
Louth. John, the eldeſt, had Bartholomew, whole eldeſt 
fon, Richard, was father of John, whoſe ſon and heir, 
Hugh, had five ſons: 1.

Soon after tbe Conqueſt, the 
Luttrells became Lords of Hooten-Pagnel, in Yorkſhire ; 
and in the reign of King John were Barons by tenure; in 


that 
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that of Henry III. they inherited the Barony of Irnham, 
in Lincolnſhire, together with large poſſeſſions in the weſt- 
ern counties, from Maurice de Gaunt, one of the moſt power- 
ful ſubjects of his time; they paid fines in the ſame reign 
for a conſiderable property in Ireland; and Ralph Luttrell 
was Lord Chancellor of that kingdom anno 1237. In the 
twenty-third year of Edward I. 1295, Robert Luttrell, 
Baron of Irnham and of Hooton-Pagnel, was ſummoned 
by writ, and fat alſo in the King's council, Sir John 
Luttrell was a diſtinguiſhed leader at the battles in France 
under Edward III. Sir _ Luttrell was in the wars un- 
der Henry V. and Counſellor to that Prince. Sir John 
Luttrell was a Knight of the Bath 1399, (at the inſtitution 
of the Order) as was Sir Hugh Luttrell in the reign of 
Henry VII. Iwo branches of this family it is ſaid are ſtill 
remaining, one at Dunſter, in Somerſetſhire, an honour 
and caſtle inherited in the reign of Henry IV. from the 
Mohuns, Lords of Dunſter, and Earls of Somerſet, and 
which came by a fole heireſs, about twenty years ago, to 
Henry Fowns, Eſq; who has ſince taken the name of Lut- 
trell.

and Albinia. Charles Philipps, of Hill, Eſq; ſucceeded 
his Father William, and married Anne, daughter of Tho- 
mas Skyrme, Eſq; by Theodoſia beforementioned, and had 
iſſue, William and Anne. 

Sir Richard Philfpps, Bart. ſucceeded his father Sir John, 
and garriſoned his caſtle of Picton for King Charles I. in 
the time of the Civil Wars, He married Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter to Sir Eraſmus Dayden, of Canons- Aſhby, in the county 
of Northampton, Bart. by whom he had Sir Eraſmus, and 
one Daughter, Frances, who married James Philipps, of 
Tregibbye, in Cardigan, Eſq. 

Sir Eraſmus Philipps, Bart. ſucceeded his father Sir 
Richard, and married firſt, Lady Cecily, daughter of Tho- 
mas Finch, Earl of Winchelſea, by whom he had one ſon, 
who died young; and Anne, who married firſt, Thomas 
Bowen, of Trelloyne, Eſq; and then Thomas Heywood, of 
Rudbaxton, Eſq. Sir Eraſmus married ſecondly, Catha- 
rine, daughter and coheir of the Hon, Edward Darcy, 155 
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(by Elizabeth, daughter of Philip Stanhope, Earl of Cheſter- 
feld) by whom he had iſſue, 1. Edward Philipps, Eſq; who 
married Elizabeth, daughter and heir of John Canon, of 
Killgetty, Eſq; but died 1694, without iſſue, in his father's 
life-time.

He had 
iſſue by her, three ſons, Eraſmus, his ſucceſſor ; John, who 
married Elizabeth, daughter of Mr. Henry Shepherd, of 
London, by whom he had iſſue, Mary, Elizabeth, Catha- 
rine, and Joice ; Bulkeley, who married Philippa, daugh- 
ter of William Adams, of Pembroke, Eſq; and three daugh- 
ters, Catharine, Elizabeth, and Mary, all which daughters 
died unmarried. Sir John died Jan, 5, 1736. 

Sir Eraſmus Philipps, Bart. ſucceeded his father, and 
was unfortunately drowned in the river Avon, near Bath, 
OR. 15, 1743; and dying unmarried, the title and eſtate 
deſcended to his brother,

Privy Council. He died June 23, 1704, leaving three 
daughters, Mary, Catharine, and Joice, and one ſon, his

HE Right Honourable THOMAS WYNN, Baron 

| NEWBOROUGH, was created a Pees, 14 July, 

1776. He married Lady Catharine, daughter of John, 
late Earl of Egmont, by whom he has a ſon Thomas. 

This family, which is a branch of the family of 
Bodville, in the. county of Carnarvon, has been long 
ſettled at Bodvean, and is paternally deſcended from 
Collwyn, ſon of Tangno, one of the fifteen tribes of 
North Wales. He had ſeveral ſons, from whom Lord 
Liſburn, and many families of note in North Wales, are 
deſcended. 

Merwydd Goch, ſon of Collwyn, was the father of 
Aſſer, Meirion, and Grogan, who lived in Lleyn, and af- 
filted Prince Griffith, a ſon of Conan, in recovering the 
principality of Wales from the uſurpers of Frahaiarn ap 
Caradoc, in the year 1078. 

Enion, the fon of Gwgan, was the father of Meredydd, 
who was ſucceeded by his ſon Howell, as he was by his fon 
Griffith, who married Angharad, daughter of Tegwared y 
Bais Wen, natural ſon of Llewelyn ap Jerdworth, Prince 
of Wales, who died 1240. By her he had

Jeuan, (or Evan) who married Gwenhwyfar, daughter 
of Ynyr Fychan, of Nanney, in Merionethſhire, by whom

Madoc married Gwerfy!, daughter and heir of Rhys ap 
Tudor, of Erddreiniog, and was the father of

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BINGHAM, LORD LUCAN. 


HE Right Honcurable CHARLES BINGHAM, 

Baron LUCAN, of Caſtlebar, in the county of 
Mayo, was created a Peer 15 July, 1777. He married 
at Bath, in 1760, Margaret, daughter and coheir of James 
Smith, of Cannonſlee in Devon, and (ſome time member for 
Taunton) of St. Audries, in the county of Somerſet, Eſq; 
deceaſed, by whom he has ifTve, Richard, born at Caſtlebar, 
Dec. 1764, and four daughters, Lavinia, Louiſa, Anne, 
and Margaret. 

The Bingham family is of Saxon origin, and of very 
great antiquity, as appears in their pedigree, which is pro- 
perly ſet forth in the College of Arms ; this family was 
ſettled at Sutten-Bingham, in the county of Somerſet, 
from whence it removed, and ſetiled at Bingham's-Mel- 
comb, in the county of Dorſet, where a branch of the 
family continues to reſide. 

The branches of the family which ſettled in Ireland, 
have for many years repreſented the county of Mayo in 
Parliament. 

John de Bingham was knighted by Henry I. He had 
2 ſon Silveſter, the father of Geffery, whoſe ſon Auguſtin 
had a ſon William, the father of Ralph, whoſe fon Ralph 
was knighted, and left three ſons, 1. William, living in 
1255, whole only daughter Margaret was the wife of Ralph 
Lord Blifet. 2. Robert, married Lucy, the daughter and 
heir of Sir Robert Turberville. 3. Robert, was 2 man of 
eminent piety and learning, and was elected Biſhop of 
Saliſbury 1228. He carned on the building of his cathe- 
dral, and died 1246, and was buried in the nave of that 
cathedral. 

Robert, the ſecond ſon, had by Lucy his wife, Robert de 
Bingham, who bad the manor of Melcombe-Bingbam ; he 
died 32 Edw. I. and left by Emma, daughter of Sir Anthony 
Wake, Richard de Bingham, who died 1317, 11 Edw. II. 
and had by his wife Parnelle, daughter of Sir Geffery 
Varmwell, Knt. Robert de Bingham, who married Cathe- 
tine, daughter of Sir Thomas Aſton, and left Richard, 
who, by Catherine, daughter of Thomas Silveſter, had 
Rotert de Bingham, who married Margaret, daughter of 
John Frampton, of Moreton in Dorſetſnire, Eſq; and bad 
two ſons, 1. Sir John Bingham, who died withoet iſlae; 
2. Rickard, who, by his wife Margaret, davghter of Joan 
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Baſket, had a ſon Robert, who left by his wife Joan, daugh. 
ter of John Delalynde, 1. Robert; 2. William; 3. Cathe. 
rige, the wife of William Lanterton; 4. Anne, the wife 
of Mark Hayes. Robert, the eldeſt ſon, married Alice, 
daughter of Thomas Coker, and had eight ſons and two 
daughters, 1. Robert; 2. Chriſtopher; 3. Sir Richard; 
4. Sir George; 5. Roger; 6. Sir John, was an officer In 
Ireland under his brother Sir Richard; 7. Thomas; 8.

Joan, married firſt to 
John Willoughby, and ſecondly to Mr. Goldeſborough.

John, who was 1n the time of the Rebellion Colonel of a 


regiment, Governor of Pool, Commander at the laſt ſiege 
and demolition of Corfe caſtle : he married Frances, daughter 
of John Trenchard, Eſq; and had five daughters.

. William; 6. George; 7. Philadelphia, wife of 
Tories, Eſq; 8.

John Wheeler; 13. Mary. Richard, the eldeſt, was Coun- 


ſellor at Law, and practiſed many years with credit and 
reputation : he married „daughter of William Batt, 


. . Eſq; and died in 1755, leaving three ſons, 1. Richard,

Who married Sophia, daughter of Charles Halſey, Eiq; 
and had Sophia, Richard, Martha, and William; 2. Wil- 
liam; 3. John. We now return to Sir Richard Bingham, 
third ſon of Robert, by Alice Coker. 7 
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He was the moſt eminent perſon of his family, and one 
of the beſt officers 'of that age. In 1578, with many other 
voluntiers, he went into the Netherlands, and was Lieute- 
nant to Colonel Henry Cavendiſh, and behaved with great 
valour in the action of Rymenam, near Mechlin, againſt 
John of Auſtria, who had there received a total defeat, 
had it not been for the bravery and condutt of Alexander 
Farneſe, Prince of Parma. In 1585 he was made Gover- 
nor of Connaught in Ireland, where he much diſtreſſed the 
rebels commanded by Thomas O Rourke; but the Lord 
Deputy receiving them into protection on their giving 
hoſtages, he was obliged to defiſt, But they ſoon taking 
arms again, he was commanded to march againſt them, 
which he did, May 12, 1586, and having tried in vain all 
mild methods to bring them to reaſon, he executed their 
hoſtages, and, July 22, gave the command of the foot to 
his brother Captain John, to beat the rebels out of the 
woods and mountains; himſelf and the Earl of Clanrickard 
commanding the horſe kept the open country ; his brother 
in (ix or ſeven weeks brought them to great ſtreights. Be- 
ing thus harraſſed by the foot on the mountains, and horſe 
on the plains, and Sir Richard having taken 5000 head of 
their cattle, and killed many men, in forty days time a con- 
ſiderable number of them ſubmitted ; and as the reſt that 
held out were upon the point of doing the ſame, 2000 He- 
bridian Scots marched to their aſſiſtance into the county of 
Sligo. Sir Richard diſpatched the Earl of Clanrickard to 
join his brother George, Sheriff of that county, to defend 
the borders of the province, and marched himſelf with 
about 400 raw foot, whereof 350 were Iriſh, and about 50 
horſe, againſt the rebels, whoſe force was increaſed to near 
4000; but they keeping the mountains, and declining an 
engagement, having received a ſupply of 250 foot and 
40 horſe, he forced them to a battle at Ardnary on the 
Moine, where the rebels were defeated, and all flain or 
drowned, except about 180, part of whom flying to the 
county of Sligo, were flain by Captain George Bingham, 
and their whole loſs amounted to above 3000. Captain 
John commanded 1co foot in this action; Sir Richard's 
force conſiſted of 400 foot and go horſe. This expedition 
was attended with much fatigue, he keeping the field four- 
teen or fifteen weeks together, during which time he ſub- 
ſiſted his forces with the rebels goods, and about 3 or 4ool. 
of his own money, without any expence to the Queen or 
country, In 1588 Sir Richard was conſulted, with other 
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experienced Generals, about fortifying the ſea-coafls and 


maritime towns, to prevent any invaſion from Spain or the 
Netherlands. The ſame year he returned to his govern. 
ment 1n Connaught, and refuſed to obey the Lord YET 


repeated orders to execute or put to the ſword ſuch Spani- 
ards as were wrecked upon, the coaſt of Ireland and ſur- 
rendered themſelves priſoners, which, though performed by 
the Deputy-Marſhal, was diſapproved by the Queen. In 
1590 Bien O Rork rebelled, and was defeated by him in bat. 
tle, and obliged to quit the kingdom. In 1593 Mac Guire 
entered Connaught,, and plundered the country with 
Gaulan, whom the Pope had deſigned Primate of Ireland; 
but Sir Richard engaged and defeated him, and the Primate 
was ſlain in the action. After this, the province complain- 
ing of his ſeverity, he was removed from his government, 
recalled into England, and committed to cuſtody ; but 
being efteemed for his bravery and ſucceſs to be the fitteſt 
man to reduce Tyron, who had rebelied, he was in 1598 
ſent back with the title and authority of Marſhal of Ire- 
land and General of Leinſter, but died at Dublin ſoon after 
his arrival, leaving ifſue an only daughter.

Here under reſteth Sir Richard Bingham, Knt. of the 


ancient family of the Binghams, of Bingham-Melcomb, in 
the county of Dorſet, who from his youth was trained up 
in military affairs, and ſerved in the time of Queen Mary 
at St. Quintin's, in the weſtern iſlands of Scotland, and in 
Britain; in the time of Queen Elizabeth, at Leith in Scot- 
Jand; in the iſle of Candy, under the Venetians; at Cabo 

Crio, and the famous battle of Lepanto, againſt the Turks;

Sir George Bingham, of Caſtlebar, Bart. married two 
wives; by his firſt Lady he had Sir Henry Bingham, Bart. 

The ſecond Lady of 
Sir George was a daughter of the famous Sir Hugh Mid- 
dleton, Bart. by whoſe ſkill and perſeverance the New 
River was brought to London.

Sir John Bingham, of Caſtlebar, in the county of Mayo, 
Bart. married Anne, the daughter of Agmondeſham Veſey, 
Eſq; of the kingdom of Ireland, by Charlotte, the ſole 
daughter of William Sarsfeld, of Lucan, Eſq; (elder brother 
of Patrick, Earl of Lucan) by Mary, daughter of Charles J. 
and ſiſter of James Duke of Monmouth, which Earl of Lucan * 
was one of King James's beſt commanders. His military {111 
and addreſs at the fiege of Limerick, made King William 
raiſe the ſiege, and forced him to ſign the articles of Lime- 
rick ; he was aferwards killed at he battle of Landau in 


Flanders. The Sarsfields of Lucan were nearly allied to 
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Sarsfield, Viſcount Killmallock, from whom is deſcended 
Count Sarsfield, of Brittany in France, and Viſcount Sars- 
field, a Major-General in the French ſervice.

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MACDONALD, LORD MACDONALD. 


HE Right Hon. ALEXANDER MACDONALD, 
Lord MACDONALD, Baron of Slate, in the 
county of Antrim, was ſo created 17 July, 1776. His 
Lordſhip, who is the lineal heir male of the Earls of Roſs, 
and Lords of the Iſles in Scotland, married, May 3, 1768, 
Elizabeth-Diana, eldeſt daughter of Godfrey Boſville, Eſq; 
of Gunthwaite in Yorkſhire, (by Diana, eldeſt daughter of 
Sir William Wentworth, Bart. of Bretton) by whom * 
a 
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had two ſons and three daughters; Alexander, born Dec. q, 


1773; Godfrey, born Oct. 14, 1775; Diana, born Sep- 


tember 28, 1769; and Elizabeth and Annabella, who died 
oung. 

This family has always been reputed the moſt powerfal 
of any in the Highlands, being ſtiled Kings of the Iſles for 
many generations, (under which title they granted their 
charters) and were acknowledged as ſuch by many foreign 
Princes, with whom they entered into leagues offenſive and 
defenſive ; and they were for many generations ſucceſsful 
in aſſerting their independence. 

Somerled, (a) Thane of Argyll, is the anceſtor of all the 
Macdonalds ; he was the ſon of Gillebryde M*Gilleadam, 
vic (or ſon of) Sella, vic Mearſhaigh, vic Neil Neufyallach 
(or the nine hoſtages) vic Swyffine, vic Malgheuſa, vic 
Eacime, vic Gothefred, from whom they were called the 
clan Gothefred, and continued to be ſo entitled until the 
time of Donald Somerled's grandſon. This Gothefred was 
the ſon of Fergus M*Eriche, vic Cartayne, (there are of 
this name till exiſting in Sky) vic Etha, vic Thola Craiſme, 


vic Etha de Wiff Leiſt, Ethodius vic Frathrequerwy, Fra- 


therus, vic Clarpre Liſſe Chuyr, Corbredus, vic Chorin- 
weet Alada, Cormacus, vic Airt, Lermeche, King of Ire- 
land, moſt royal in all his actions, vic Chuyn Chidekakey, 
Condus Lentibullus, King of Ireland, a royal Prince, and 
lion-like in all his actions of war, hneaily deſcended of 
the blood of Gathelus. 

This Somerled, the firſt conſpicuous perſon of this line 
in hiſtory, during the non-age of Malcolm Kenmore, the 
4th of that name, entertained hopes of enjoying the king- 
dom. To his own hereditary poſſeſſions on the continent, 
he added the Abudz, or Weſtern Ifles to his fortune, by the 
marriage of the daughter of Olaus, Lord thereof, where- 
upon he aſſumed the title of King of the Iſles. He was en- 
countered by Walter, High Steward of Scotland, and flain 
anno 1164. He was ſucceeded in his poſſeſſions by

within his territory of Cantyre, for Ciſtertian Monks, and

naſtery of Paiſley he gave very great donations, that he and 
Fonia his wife might be entitled to all the privileges ang 
brotherhood in that convent, and of the whole rights and 
order of Cluny. (b) He granted charters of certain lands 
in Lovat to Biſſet, in which he ſtiles himſelf Rex Inſularum. 
He was ſucceeded by his ſon ry, 

(e) Donald, who imitated his father's munificence to the 
church, particularly to the monks of Paiſly, on condition, 
„ Quod 1lle, uxor ſua, hæredes ſui et homines ſui partici- 
* pes {int in perpetuum omnium bonorum quæ in domo 
4 de Paſlet et in toto ordine Cluniacenſi fient, tam in ora- 


e tionibus, quam in cæteris divinis ſervitiis.” This Do- 


nald left ĩſſue two ſons, Angus of Iſles, and Alexander, from 
whom the Macaliſters of Loup, in Argyllſhire are deſcended. 

This Angus, ſurnamed Chen, or the elder, entered him- 
ſelf a brother in the convent of Paiſly, granting “ Dimi- 
diam mercatam argenti de domo ſua propria, et de ſingu- 
« lis domibus per omnes terras ſuas de quibus fumus exit, 
% unum denarium fingulis annis in perpetuum in puram 
te eleemoſynam.”* He gave to the ſame monaſtery the 
patronage of the church of Kilkerran, in Cantyre, ** pro 
& ſalute animz domini ſui Alexandri regis Scotiæ, et 
« Alexandri filii ejus, etiam pro falute ſua propria, et 
'« hzredum ſuorum.“ (4) When King Alexander III. ſet- 


tled the ſucceſſion to the crown upon his grand-daughter 


Margaret, he was one of the Nobles who ſwore to the 
defence of her title, to which he ſet his ſeal in a ſolemn 
aſſembly in the year 1284. He died ſoon after, leaving 
two ſons, Alexander and Jahn, {or Ean) of whom the clan 
Ean, and many families of the name of Johnſton are de- 
ſcended. In the regiſter of Paifley, he. confirms to that 
abbey the patronage of the church of St. 3 ſignin 
himſelf „ Filius et hzres Anguſi Donaldi de infalis? 
After the death of Queen Margaret, anno 1292, he had a 
commiſſion for keeping the peace within the iſles, and was 
one of the Magnates Scotiz who declared they would main- 
tain and defend the title of whatever perſon ſhould be ad- 
judged to have the neareſt right in blood to the deceaſed 
King. Alexander III. (e) owned Baliol's title; he ratified * 
the

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the monks of Sandal the donations of his anceſtors, adding 
many more of his own ; ratified his father's grant of the 
church of Kilkerran, to which he appended his own deal, 
in conjundion with Laurence, Biſhop of Argyll, and Ro- 
bert Bruce, Earl of Carrick, for the more certain verifica- 
tion of his deed. He died in 1303, ſucceeded hy | 
angus More, or the Great Angus, who entertained Kin 

Robert Bruce at a time when he had been refuſed an aſylum 
elſewhere. He raiſed zoo men, with whom he engaged 
at the battle of Bannockburn, where King Edward II. was 
defeated ; he diſplayed much gallantry and courage, which 
Mr. Barber has celebrated in theſe lines: 


Angus of Iſles and Bute alſwa, 

And of the plain lands, he had mae 
Of armed men a noble rout. 

His battle ftalward was and Rout. 

He ſaid the rear guard he would maw 
And eveen before him ſhould gae 
The vanguard, and on either =

He continued in that Prince's ſervice and intereſt with 
ſingular loyalty and inflexible conſtancy, and his fame has 
been handed down to poſterity in hiſtory as a patriot, and 
true friend to his country. He was ſucceeded by his fan 
Angus Oig, or the younger, Lord of the Iles, who mar- 
ried the daughter of O*Cane, the Chief of a very powerful 
family in Ireland; this Lady brought with her from that 
country by way ,of marnage portzan, a number of very 
handſome young men, .whoſe poſterity are yet in the iſles, 
and are known by the difference of their names, to belong 
to that race, which have never undergone any alteration. 
He had by her a ſon 
(a) John of the Iſle, Lord of the Iſles, who flood in 
ſuch high favour and eſteem with King Robert II for his 
conſtant attachment to him in the beginning of bis reign, 
that he gave him in marriage the Lady Margaret his daugh- 
ter; he is called in ſome charters of that Prince, ** dilettus 
„filius

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« filius meus.“ He died in 1 396, and by his Lady had three 
ſons and two daughters, Donald, Lord of the Iles; John 
of Iſle, anceſtor to the Earl of Antrim ; Alexander, pro- 
8 of Macdonald of Keppoch; Margaret, married to 
icholas, Earl of Sutherland; Elizabeth, to Lachlan 
Maclean, of Dowart, a very powerful chieftain, and had 
iſſue, | 
Donald, Lord of the Iſles, The hiſtory of this great 
man 1s very remarkable. In the reign of King Jac. I. Robert 
Duke of Albany, by an unwarrantable act of power, endea- 
youred to diſappoint him of the Earldom of Roſs, his law- 
ful inheritance, He prevailed upon Eupheme, the young 
Counteſs, who had rendered herſelf a religious in North 


Berwick Nunnery, to ſurrender the Earldom in favour of 


John Earl of Buchan, his ſon, in prejudice of this Lord's 
wife, who was aunt to the ſaid Counteſs of Roſs, and con- 
ſequently undoubted heir of that Earldom after her deceaſe. 
The Lord of the Ifles challenged this procedure, but the 
Governor told him the reſignation was legal, and he would 
maintain it; whereupon the Lord of the Iſles reſolved to 
have recourſe to arms, marched through Roſs and Murray 
down to Aberdeenſhire, with 10,000 of his (a) vaſſals, 
where a moſt defperate battle was fought between him and 
Alexander Stewart, Earl of Marr, at a village called Har- 
Jaw, on St. James's day, 1411. The Lord of the Iſles had 
the advantage, and recovered the Earldom of Roſs, which 


was confirmed to him by King James I. and became too 


owerful a ſubject, which laid the foundation of ruin to his 
amily, This Donald, Earl of Rofs, died anno 1427, 
leaving iſſue by Eyphemia his wife, daughter of Walter 
Leſley, Earl of Role, by Eupbemia, daughter of William 
Roſs, of the original Earls of Roſs, 

Alexander, Earl of Rofs, who {ſat in Parliament on the 
trial of Murdoch, Duke of Albany, 1424. He was cf 
a turbulent diſpoſition, and given to many irregularities, 
to atone for which he gave ſeveral donations to the Monks 
of Sandal. Third of James II. he was juſticiary of all 
Scotland benorth the river (4) Forth, and continued in that 
office for ſome years after. He married Elizabeth, daughter 
of Sir Alexander Seton, and fiſter to Sir Alexander, firſt 
Earl of Huntley, and left iſſue, John, Earl of Roſs, Hugh 
of the Ifles, and of Slate, anceſtor to Lord Macdonald 

Cæleſtine.

heirs, if he ſhould have no lawful iſſue male by Finvola 
Maclean, or any other wife. | 
The daughter of Alexander, Earl of Roſs, married John, 
Earl of Sutherland, by whom ſhe had Elizabeth, heireſs of 
that noble family. | 
This Jobn Earl of Roſs acted a very conſiderable part in 
the times in which he lived; he continued a very loyal ſub- 
je& to King James II. but fell from his allegiance in the 
ſucceeding reign (a). The feuds of the houſes of York 
and Lancaſter occaſioned his downfall ; for when King Ed- 
ward IV. had dethroned King Henry VI. in order to pre- 
ſerve the balance of power in Scotland, and to counteract 
the machinations of Margaret of Anjou, who was a ſuitor 
to King James III. to invade England on behalf of her 
injured huſband's title, King Edward ſent ſome of the great- 
eſt Nobles of his court, with the Biſhop of Wincheſter, to 
treat with (2) John Earl of Roſs, and Donald Ballach (fon 
of John More (or the Great) of Lord Antrim's line, and 
couſin to Alexander, Earl of Roſs) it was ſtipulated, that 
the Earl of Roſs ſhould be the King's Lieutenant from the 
river Forth northwards, and James Earl of Douglas, Knight 
of the Garter, then in London, who had fled there, anno 
1455, On account of a former conſpiracy entered into with 
this Earl (with the Earls of Crawfurd, Murray, and Ormond) 
ſhould be the Lieutenant from the Forth to the borders. 
The Earl of Roſs had a penſion of 2ool. from King Edward, 
which was conſiderably greater than the Duke of Glouce- 
ſter's. It does not appear that this conſpiracy was ever put 
in practice; and as fifteen years elapſed between the confe- 
deracy and the forfeiture, the Earl of Roſs was not aware 
of his danger, and King Edward forgot that part of the 
ſtipulation where it was expreſsly provided, that no peace 
was to be made between the two Kings, without his being 
included, In the interim he kept at a diſtance from Court, 
and did not fit in Parliament ; the cauſe of his diſguſt was 
owing to ſome offences from the guardians of the young 
King during his minority, and being excluded from an 1n- 
timate concern in the adminiſtration of publick affairs, to 
which his propinquity in blood entitled him. The Earl of 
Athol was commanded to attack him with a powerful fleet, 
but he previouſly wrote to the Earl to ſubmit to the King's 
clemency,

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clemency, which advice he prudently followed, and ſh. 
mitting himſelf — the Earldom of Rofs was an- 
nexed to the Crown, 27 Nov. 1475; but King james re- 
ſtored him to the Lordſhip of the Iles, at the requeſt of 
the Queen and whole Parliament aſſembled at Edinburgh, 
July 25, 1476, in theſe words: (a) Ob inftantiam cariſ-

ſhip of the Iſles, though according to the Act of Reſtoration 
it was provided to his heir male, conſequently the right of 
ſucceſſion came to the family of Slate, the deſcendants of 
Hugh of Ifle, brother of John Earl of Roſs, whoſe deſcen- 
dants have been always diſtinguiſhed from the other tribes 
of the name, and called Macdonalds abſolutely and by way 
of eminence. John Earl of Roſs gave “ cariſſimo fratri 
*© ſuo Hugoni Alexandri de Inſults domino de Slate, terras 
4c de Skirhoug, &c.” By his wife, daughter of Macean, 
of Ardnamurchan, he had a fon John, who ſucceeded him 
without äſſue, dying in 1503; but by his ſecond wife, a 
daughter of the Chief of the Clan Gunn, he had 

Donald, who died a young man about 1506, leaving a 
ſon, Donald, by Macdonald, a branch of that name in 
the kingdom of Ireland, which 

Donald, ſurnamed Grumach, or the ſwarthy, of Dun- 
f&aiah, by which title he was called in the Letters of the 
Privy Council, directed to him by the Earl of Murray, 
married

anceſtor of the Earls of Cromarty, a young child, his ſon 

Donald Gorme, called Saſunach, or the Engliſhman, 
from his education in that kingdom in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, who is ſaid to have been particularly kind to 
him. He made no claim to the lordſhip of the Ifles, by 
reaſon of the diſtracted tate of the kingdom, occaſioned by 
the civil wars in the reign of Queen Mary, which broke 
out in 1:67. This gentleman acted a very loyal part, and 
continued in her ſervice till the end of the war. He wed- 
ded Mary, daughter of Hector Maclean, of Dowart, and 
dying anno 1585, left iſſue three ſons, Donald, Archibald, 
und Alexander; which Donald, called More, or the Great, 
was a happy inſtrument of King James VI. (who much fa- 
voured and eſteemed him) in ſuppreſſing the irregularities 
of the Macleods of Lewes, and other diſorderly Highland- 
ers, He married Margaret, ſiſter to Colin M*Kenzie, Lord 
Kintuel, anceſtor of the Earl of Seaforth, by whom he had 
no iſſue. He had three other wives, by whom he had no 
iſſue, all of whom he ſucceſſively repudiated ; in 1585 he 
entered into a ſolemn league offenſive and defenſive with 
the moſt powerful Clans in the Highlands, againſt all 
deadly, excepting the King's Majeſty, which firengthened 
his authority, and enabled him to do acceptable ſervice ta 
his Majeſty King James VI. and departing this life ine prole, 
in Dec. 1616, his fortune came immediately to his nephew 
Donald, ſon of his brother Archibald, by his wife Marga- 
ret, daughter of Æneas Macdonald, of Duniveg and Glynas, 
in com, de Argyll, anceſtor to the Earl of Antrim. 
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Which Donald, called Donald Gorme Oig, had a liberal 
education at Oxford, where he made a proficiency in uſe. 
ful knowledge, and ſtanding much in favour with King 
Charles I. his Majeſty was pleaſed to create him a Baronet 
by letters patent, bearing date at Windſor, 14 July, 1625, 
his patent having this remarkable ſpeciality : ** Quod dictus 
40 enn Donaldus Macdonald de Slate, hæredes ſui maſ- 
culi et aſſignati locum habebunt ante unumquodque 
« alium Baronettum excepto Joanne Gordon, de Gordon. 
« ſton, non obſtante quod ipſorum literz patentes ſub fi. 
« gillo noſtro hactenus expeditæ ſunt.” When the civil 
war broke out, anno 1639, the King thought his aſſiſtance 
of ſo much conſequence to his affairs, that he wrote him a 
letter (a) dated 11 June in that year, from the Birks before 
Berwick, where his Majeſty was then encamped, promiſing 
kim the lands of Punart and Ardnamurchan, the lands of 
Strathordill, the iflands of Roume, Muck, and Cannay, 
which were to accrue to him by the forfeiture of the Earl 
of Argyll, Sir Dougal Campbell, and McKinnon, ſeeing 
that the faid Sir Donald at this time ſtood out for the good 
of his ſervice, and is reſolved to undergo the hazard of his 

rſon and eftate for the ſame; all which he promiſes on the 
word of a King to ratify to the ſaid Sir Donald and his 
heirs, in any manner they ſhall think proper, provided that 
he uſe his beſt endeavours in his ſervice at this time, ac- 
cording to his commiſſion granted him to that purpoſe, 
He made ſome diſcoveries of the ſecret deſigns of the Cove- 
nanters, of much importance to his Majeſty, but died in 
O:. 1643, ata time when he expected Col. Alexander Mac- 
donald, commonly called Colonel Kitta, kinſman to the 
Earl, afterwards Marquis of Antrim, who was to land upon 
his eſtate with a conſiderable force from Ireland, for his 
Majeſty's ſuccour ; they had agreed to furniſh man for 
man. By Janet his wife, commonly known by the name of 
the fair Janet, fifter to Colin, firſt Earl of Seaforth, he had 
iſſue Sir James Donald, of Caftleton, Archibald, Eneas, 
Alexander, and four daughters, viz. 1. Margaret, married 
to Eneas, Lord Macdonald, of Aros; 2. Catherine, to 
Kenreth Mackenzie, of Garloch; 3. Janet, to Donald 
Macdenald, captain of Clanranald; 4. Mary, to Sir Ewen 
Cameron, of Lochiel. Sir James Macdonald, his ſon, 
was with the Marquis of Montroſe at the ſiege of Inverncſs, 
anno i645, and fent ſome men to the battle of Worceſter, 
anno 1651. When the Loyaliſts were univerſally 9

(a) Penes Dom, Macdonald, 
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and the King had ſubmitted to his fate, he retired into the 
lle of Sky, where he lived with that circumſpection which 
was neceflary in ſuch times. The Lord Broghill, who was 
in Scotland during the Uſurpation, in a letter to Mr. Se- 
cretary Thurloe (a) writes, that he had converſed with Sir 
James Macdonald, whom he repreſents as a man of very 
great abilities, and of great intereſt among his people, and 
of good intelligence abroad. On King Charles 11's reſto- 
ration he was fined to a very large amount, at the inſtigation 
of the Earl of Middleton, Secretary of State, who had a 
grant of his fine, a practice which he ſucceſsfully uſed 
againſt many families who incurred his diſpleaſure. The 
Privy Council ſent Sir James a commiſſion to purſue and 
puniſh the murderers of his kinſman M Donald of Kep- 
poch, who had uſurped his poſſeſſions. Sir James ſent 
their heads to Edinburgh, and received the thanks of the 
Privy Council by letter from the Earl, afterwards Duke of 
Rothes, who ſignified that he had done moft acceptable 
ſervice to his Majeſty. His firſt wife was Margaret, daugh- 
ter of Sir Roderic Mackenzie, of Tarbat, anceſtor to the 
Earls of Cromarty; by her he had, 1. Sir Donald, his 
ſucceſſor ; 2. Hugh of Glenmore; 3. Sorlie, or Somerled, 
of Sartie; 4. Catherine, wife of Sir Normand Macleod, of 
Bernera ; 5. Florence, wife of John Macleod, of Macleod. 
His ſecond wife was Mary, daughter of Roderic Macleod, 
Eſq; of Macleod, by whom he had one fon, John Macdo- 
nald, of Bachny, and dying December 8, 1678, was ſuc- 
ceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 

Sir Donald Macdonald, Bart. He married Lady Mary 
Douglas, only ſurviving child of Robert Earl of Morton, 
by Anne, (5) daughter of Sir Edward Villiers, Prefident of 
Munſter, niece to George, Duke of Buckingham, and 
ſiſter of William, Viſcount Grandiſon (father of Barbara, 
Ducheſs of Cleveland,) alſo ſiſter of Edward, anceſtor of 
the Earl of Jerſey, and of Barbara, Counteſs of Suffolk ;

Sir Donald, who ſurviving his father a very ſhort time, 


and dying a young man, was ſucceeded by his uncle, James 


Macdonald, Eſq; of Oranſay. In conſideration of his con- 
duct in 1718, the ſam of ten thouſand pounds was granted 
to Eis children by Act of the 8th of George I. in the pre- 


amble to which are theſe words: The which ſaid James 


Macdonald remarkably expreſſed his loyalty and affection 
* to his Majeſty's government, when ſome Spaniards landed 
in Scotland in the year 1712, and joined with ſuch of his 
„ Majeſty's ſubjects as were then in rebellion, and refuſed 
„% himſelf, though threatened with fire and ſword for his 
* refuſal ; and by his influence and other methods, pre- 
«« vented the inhabitants of the country from joining with 
the ſaid rebels, and was in ſeveral reſpeRs ſerviceable, by 
* his diſcouraging and uſing his beſt endeavours to put a ſtop 
„ to the ſaid rebellion.” He married Mary, daughter of 
Alexander Macleod, Eſq; of Griſherniſh, by whom he had 
two ſons, Alexander and John, who died young; alſo three 
daughters. He died at Forres, anno 1719, and was ſuc- 
ceeded by his ſon 

Sir Alexander Macdonald, Bart. who was much in the 
eſteem and confidence of His Royal Highneſs the late Duke 
ef Cumberland, who honoured him with his correſpondence, 
and the moſt friendly aſſurances of regard. He married 
Lady Margaret Montgomery, daughter of Alexander, Earl 
of Eglintoune, and dying ſuddenly at Bernera, in his way 
to London, to wait upon His Royal Highneſs the Duke, 
Nov. 1746, aged thirty-ſix, left three infant children, 
1. Sir James; 2. Alexander, now Lord Macdonald; 3. Ar- 
chibald, a poſthumous ſon, Counſellor at Law, married 
Dec. 26, 1777, to Lady Louifa Leveſon Gower, eldeſt 
daughter of Karl Gower; Suſanna, who died young. 

Sir James Macdonald was one of the moſt accompliſhed 
ſcholars of the age; and although he excelled in many 
branches of ſcience, had ſuch a degree of amiable modeſty 
and diffidence, as to add luſtre to his endowment+, and 
made him charm in the ſociety of his friends ; he died at 
Rome, July 26, 1766, aged twenty-four, much regretted, 
and was interred there with the higheſt marks of diſtinction. 
At a time when moſt young men begin to ſtudy the lan- 
guages, manners, and conſtitution of countries, he had 


acquired 
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acquired a perfect 1 in them all, the conſequential 
attainment of a mind accuſtomed to deep thought and in- 
tenſe application. An elegant monument is erected to his 
memory in the church of Slate, in the Iſle of Sky, with an 
inſcription, written by that ornament of literature, the late 
Lord Lyttelton, who put a very high value upon his knows 
ledge and accompliſhments, and anxiouſly offered this laſt 
ſad tribute to the memory of his departed friend. Dying 
vnmarried, he was ſucceeded by his brother, Sir Alexander 
Macdonald, now Lerd Macdenald, as before mentioned, 
who ſerved his preſent Majeſty in the Coldſtream regiment 
of guards. |

The firſt 
date we have of him, from authentick records at Maita, 
under the Great Seal, in poſſeſſion of the family, is by 
leave granted to him to return to England, dated the zoth 
of October, 1537, ſeven years after the Order had taken 
ane of the iſland.

e was appointed to the commandry of Ripſton, the 15th 
of November, 1547. He was inſtituted one of the eight 
Conventual Bailiffs, the 8th of Nov. 1548, and raiſed to 


the dignity of 'Turcopulerias, the 17th of Ottober, 1549, 


a rank attached to the Engliſh nation only, and which gave 
a ſeat in the Council of State. He was at Malta the time 
the attack was made on the iſland by the Sultan Soliman II. 
in the year 1551. Vertot, in his Hiſtory of the Knights of 


Malta, ſays, that he was one of the braveſt knights of the 


Order; that, at the attack here mentioned, he put himſelf 
at the head of thirty other knights, and five hundred inha- 
bitants of the iſland, and preſented himſelf boldly on the 
beach, near the Bourg, to oppoſe the landing of the Turks, 
which he effected at the place where he commanded. He 
died not long after the retreat of the Turks, of an illneſs 
occaſioned by the great fatigues that he had ſuſtained during 
that important ſiege.” Vide Boſſio, Biſhop of Malta, bro- 
ther to the famous commander, Boſſio.
